MORGAN COUNTY AND THE 
NEXT STATE ADMINISTRATION 


The recent Democratic primary, waged furi¬ 
ously and with much bitterness, has left scars. 
''The Courier, being an independent Democratic 
newspaper (because we believe in the principles 
of the Democratic party as offering the greatest 
good for the common people), supported Judge 
Bert Combs, a mountain Democrat of great abil¬ 
ity and unimpeachable character. Wc think he 
would have made Kentucky an outstanding gov¬ 
ernor and we think Morgan county would have 
fared well under his administration had he been 
elected.

Frankfort, Ky., Sept. 27- 
State and federal officials will 
sign an agreement here Friday 
that will open up the 500,000 
acres of Cumberland National 
Forest as a hunting domain. 

Available to hunters this fall 
in the region will be quail, 
squirrel, raccoon, and grouse. 
Next year, deer hunting will be 
allowed, within five years, hunt¬ 
ing of wild turkey will be per¬ 
mitted. 

Commissioner Earl Wallace of 
the Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources said all of 
Cumberland National Forest jis 
covered in the agreement except 
3,000 acres in the Beaver area 
rear Greenwood Pulaski county 

This Beaver Creek reeinr has 
been set aside as a game refuge. 
Wallace said the State stocked 
the refuge with deer and wild 
turkey nine years ago. 

It is now against the law in 
Kentucky to hunt and kill deer 
and wild turkey. But Wallace 
said his department will ask the 
1956 Legislature for authority to 
fix open seasons for deer and 
wild turkey. 

Price Soars to $4 

Wallace said the forest would 
be kept stocked with deer, wild 
turkey, and if necessary, rac¬ 
coon “if this Davy Crockett thing 
keeps up.” 

The demand for raccoon skins 
for caps, stimulated by the cur¬ 
rent Davy Crockett craze, has 


boosted the price of coon skins 
from 60 cents to $4 apiece, Wal¬ 
lace said One Kentucky dealer, 
he added, sold 2,900 raccoon 
skins this year. 

As soon as the agreement with 
the federal officials is signed, 
this week, the area will be ready 
for quail, squirrel, grouse, and 
raccoon hunting this fall. 

If the legislature approves 
early next year, the area will 
be opened for deer hunting next 
fall. But, Wallace said, shooting 
of wild turkeys will probably 
not be permitted |for several 
more years because these birds 
multiply very slowly. 

The new agreement provides 
that State conservation officers 
will patrol the forest to insure 
Uiai some laws are ooserved.

Not including the treatments 
with cyanamide, which was ap- | 
plied only in the fall as it is not 
suitable for spring use. the spring j 
treatments were slightly more j 
effective in killing weed seeds | 
than were the fall treatments.

Tradition of Marines 

Dates Back To 1800’s 

——— 

One of the many traditional 
jobs of the U. S. Marine Corps 
started way back in 1800 during 
a little-known naval war with 
France. 

France and Great Britain, ex¬ 
cept for a few gaps, fought each 
other continuously from 1793 un¬ 
til 1815. The United States, still 
an infant, found itself in the 
middle. 

Trying to keep Its recently won 
independence by remaining neu¬ 
tral, the Uniter States neverthe¬ 
less found it economically neces¬ 
sary to carry on trade with both 
sides This prompted both France 
and Britain to capture American 
merchant ships on the charge of 
trading with the enemy. 

Difficulties with England on 
this score were more or less set¬ 
tled by the Jay Treaty signed in 
1795. But diplomatic relations 
want down h:" f- t 
and her attacks on American 
merchant ships increased. 

Finally, on May 28, 1798. n 
fed-up Congress authorized the 
seizure of armed French ships 
operating in American waters. 
This opened the undeclared na- j 
val war which lasted until 1801 

Marines served with distinction 
aboard most of the • American 
ships, often turning the tide of 
a close sea-duel in favor of the' 
Americans. 

On May 12, 1800, a force of 
80 Marines and sailors sailed 
boldly from the Caribbean into 
Puerto Plata Harbor. Santo Do¬ 
mingo, in broad daylight. There 
were 500 French defenders in the 
area. 

The object of the expedition 
was to rapture an English ship, 
the "Sandwich.'’ held by the 
French. 

They boarded and captured the 
Sandw ich without loss of a single 
man then the Marines captured 
the fort before the men could be j 
alerted. After waiting overnighti 
for a favorable wind, the Amiri-| 
can force sailed off with its priz ■ 

This started the tradition >f i 
using U. S. Marines to storm 
ashore in foreign ports to protect 
American interests abroad—i n 
time of war or time of peace

■ THE ROAD AHEAD LOOKS 
, ROUGH. It is not the purpose of 

this column to harp continuslv 
on the economic conditions of 
1 agriculture. We prefer to brine 
' r.ew facts and Ideas, and to give 
' reminders and suggestions to aid 
' in operating the farm more pro- 
1 fitably. But today's farm prob¬ 
lems are mostly economic, bro- 
‘ ught abouf by the disparity in 
' prices farmers pay in relation to 
those they receive. 

1 The plight of agriculture was 
well described by J. A Living- 
1 ston. noted economist and editor 
' of “Business Outlook," in an art¬ 
icle appearing in me Codiiei - 
Journal on September 17 He 
told why farmers are worried. 
He noted that the index of ind¬ 
ustrial prices was over 115 in 
August while farm prices we r c 
under 90: that when General 
I Motors produced a bumber crop 
j of cars its profits rose to an all- 
time high. At the same time a 
bumber crop of hogs neted farm¬ 
ers a half billion dollars less 
than in 1954. Industrial wages 
I and corporation profits are ris¬ 
ing so arc farm mortgages and 
debts. As Livingston says, the 
farmer feels like a kid at a pic¬ 
nic who missed out on a second 
hclpnig of ice cream 

Farmers who do not deplore 
the high income of labor or in¬ 
dustry; they do not want to pull 
the other segments of economy 
down, they realize that conditions 
on the farm would be even worse 
if th» other 85 per cent of the 
population were brought down 
j to the level uf agriculture, but 
I they are tired of always being 
j on the bottom of the pile 

Farmers now have two great 
\ fears—fear of crop failures with 
little to etll, and the fear of boun¬ 
tiful crops with prices too low to 
| pay the cost of production 

These arc just some of the pro¬ 
blems. What are the answers? 
Some of them are. of course.

Before income tax filing time, 
every self-employed farmer sho¬ 
uld make sure he has his social 
security number and that hr 
knows how he is to report his 
self-employment for social sec¬ 
urity credit, Robert A. Flynn, 
district manager, Social Securi*y 
; Administration, Ashland, Kentuc¬ 
ky, said today. 

Old-age insurance payments to 
a self-employed farmer and his 
wife at age 65 and to his surviv¬ 
ors on his death are based upon 
these reports of his net earnints 
of $400 or more yearly. As a self- 
employed person, he will pay a 
3 per cent social security tax 
on his net earnings up to $4200 
iq a year. Tins payment goes in 
as a part of his income tax re¬ 
turn. Net earnings means the 
amount of income from farm 
operation after deducting farn. 
operting expenses. These expen¬ 
ses (not living expenses) must 
be listed unless gross earnings 
are not over $1800, in which case 
the farmer can report half of 
his gross as his net. 

If he is also an employer and 
expects to pay at least $100 cash 
wages to an employee during the 
year, then he will need an “em¬ 
ployer’s identification number 
as well as his own social security 
number. He gets the employe!'s 
number from his District Direc¬ 
tor of Internal Revenue, and gets 
his social security number from 
the social securitv office. Any 
post office i*as application blanks 

Flynn said that several farm 
owners in the 65-or-older ago 
group have come to his office : > 
learn whether they can qualify 
to receive old-age payments. 
Those who are actually operat¬ 
ing ‘their Own farms can qualify 
after they have been under so - 
ial security for only two years 
after 1954. 

Persons under age 65 must 
work longer, depending on their 
age Those whose farm? are work¬ 
ed by osmeone else on a lease or 
share arrangement are not ordin¬ 
arily, considered self-employed, 
so pay no social security tax and 
get no credit under the program 

A typical case where the own¬ 
er is considered to be a landlord 
and not a self-employed person 
is as follows: 

A landowner arranges with a 


share-farmer to produce a croi 
or livestock 

On the landowner’s farm, fjr 
which 

The landowner will receive a 
share of the total crop or live¬ 
stock or a share of the proceeds 
frorp their sale, and 

The amount of the landowner's 
share depends upon the total am¬ 
ount of the crop or the number 
of livestock produced. 

Flynn ca.'tioned, however, that 
there are many variations >f 
farming arrangements and, when 
in doubt, the owner and the op¬ 
erator should both contact theii 
social security office or District 
Director of Internal Revenue for 
more exact information.

FARMERS TAKE 
FURTHER CUTS 


WASHINGTON—Prices receiv¬ 
ed by farmers dropped 2 percent 
in the month ending Aug. 13, 
following a 2*- percent drop tt» 
month before. The average now 
is 6 percent below a year ago 
and 26 percent below the high 
point in February. 1951. 

Crop prices were 5 percent be¬ 
low a year ago, mainly reflecting 
Secretary Benson’s reduction in 
support rates for non-basic grains 
snd the larger quantity of corn 
that is ineligible for supports this 
year. Li.estock and livestock 
products, which ore without sup¬ 
ports at all. dropped 8 percent aa 
a result of heavy production in¬ 
to transfer the “surplus” from 
feed to livestock in response to 
the cut in grain supports. 

Prices paid by farmers for pro¬ 
duction ar*J itvLig sXjj&utts 
dropped just under 1 percent 
during the month. But wherea* 
prices received by farmers hava 
dropped 26 percent below tha 
peak, farmers’ costs are less that 
4 percent below the all-time high 
in May, 1952 

Actually, farmers pulled thetr 
costs down mainly by their own 
bootstraps, with “food, feed and 
feeder livestock making the big¬ 
gest decreases,” the official re¬ 
port states. These are the things 
that farmers buy from themselves 
and from each other. 

Prices paid by farmers for 
manufactured items, motor and 
auto supplies, farm machinery, 
fencing materials, gasoline, cloth¬ 
ing and household supplies went 
up a little, partially offsetting the 
decline in prices of farm products 
bought by other farmers. 

The parity ratio remains at 34 
percent, the same as last month 
and the lowest in 15 years, after 
off-setting the 2 percent drop in 
prices received with the 1 per¬ 
cent drop in prices paid and 
rounding off to the nearest full 
numbers. 

BURLEY ESTIMATE RAISED 

Estimate of Kentucky’s burley 
tobacco crop was raised 5 percent 
this week above an earlier esti¬ 
mate by the Department of Ag¬ 
riculture. The State’s burley crop 
this year is estimated at 344,925,- 
000 pounds as against 452,930,009 
pounds last year, most of the re¬ 
duction being due to a cut in 
acreage.

State Allots $77,871,767 For 
Building Projects Since July 1 


FRANKFORT, Kv —The state 
ha.- allotted $77,781,767 for build¬ 
ing projects since July 1, 1948. 

Since that date it has ear¬ 
marked $2,710,828 for projects 
under consideration. Last Sept. 
1 the state had on hand $128,107 
in uncommitted building funds. 

These amounts total $80,629.- 
702 and represent money appro¬ 
priated or transferred to Lie State 
Property and Buildings Commis¬ 
sion since its establishment by the 
1S48 Legislature. 

A report giving in detail the 
sources and the commitment oi 
this money was made to the 
commission Saturday by its ex¬ 
ecutive director, W. T. Judy. 

The commision created during 
former Gov. Earle Clements’ ad- 
Uu.iUuduOil, composed of tho 
governor as chairman, the lieu¬ 
tenant governor, the atorney gen¬ 
eral and the commissioners of 
finance and revenue. The make¬ 
up of the present commission will 
be changed by the inauguration 
of a new state administration on 
Dec. 13. 

The report showed the sources 
of building funds since 1948 as: 

Legislative appropriations, $52,- 
494.830; Governor’s emergency 
fund. $37,770,390; federal grants, 
$2,383,410; state agency and bond 
receipts, $19,269,347; other re¬ 
ceipts, such as interest and fire 
loss recovery, $1,205,920; federal 
money receivable, $459,296, and 
$1,037,708 in other federal and 
bond money receivable. 

The appropriations included 
$10,299,999 in unspent totals set 
aside by the 1944 and 1946 legis¬ 
latures for the old special insti¬ 
tutional fund, the report showed. 

Gov. Lawrence Wetherby stated 
that many of the building proj¬ 
ects were self-financing to a 
large degree in that they helped 
redeem revenue bonds issued to 
construct them with rent fees 
and other income. 

He noted as examples state 
park facilities, the district office 
buildings of the Economic Se¬ 
curity Department and the new 
capitol annex. 

He further noted that 40 per¬ 
cent of the cost of the $6,713,506 
annex is being paid by the fed- 


I eral government. He explained 
that proportion of the building is 
occupied by agencies whose ren¬ 
tal is paid by the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

Wetherby announced that ren¬ 
ovation of the new state capitol. 
to cost about 2 l t* million dollars, 
is expected to be completed in 
about 45 days. The state will 
hold an open house at the capi¬ 
tol to celebrate completion of 
these repairs, Wetherby said. 

Allotments or funds earmarked 
since July 1, 1948, included mon¬ 
ey for building projects of these 
state departments:

Military, $640,994; Mines and 
Minerals. $255,807; Welfare, $6,- 
229.897; State Police, $397,440.
